Ninety per cent of traffic accidents are cau.scd by experienced, 
supposedly safe drivers, not by th e inexperienced motori.st, said R alph 
.«afety expert, at the recent W estern Safety Conference. 
He cited 
a California survey which show’ed th a t 75 per cent of traffic fatalities 
in th at state were chargeable to drivers w ith an average of eight years 
c x p e rien ct. w ho had never had a previou.s accident. 
F^nallv, he said, before accidents can bf' prevented, the popular 
belief th a t the great bulk of them arc cau.sed by a relatively few con­ 
genially reckle.«.« or incom petent persons, m ust be corrected.

There has, there­ 
fore, been ample opportunity for them to inform the public of any alleged defects in 


my character or reputation that would affect my qualifications for office. 
For this 
reason I earnestly request that if any such last-minute attacks he made, they be 
looked upon with suspicion, and that you be as fair with me as you would want the 
voters to be if you were a candidate. 


I want also to take this opportunity to thank the voters for the consideration and 
courteous treatment accorded me during: my campaign, and to assure you that I will 
very much appreciate your support on September 1 Ith. 1937.
